Robert A. Taft did 
to President Eisenhower—name- 
ly, make a major foreign policy 
address in which he, the major- 
ity leader, without warning or 
consultation, flagrantly opposed 
the majority policy. 

Either Senator Taft has bum- 
bled again, in. familiar Taft 
fashion, or he has determined to 
oppose the President. If so, his 
method of doing so_ publicly 
without notice to the President, 
will go down in political history 
as one of the most callous af- 
fronts of our time, and it will 
considerably reduce the stature 
of the controversial, anger-ridden 
man from Ohio. 


Living Answer 


A stunned White House had 
nothing to say for a little more 
than 24 hours after the Taft 
shocker. 

Then, in his press conference, 
the President answered Taft’s 
isolationist outburst with a sen- 
tence which will live for a long, 
long time. He said: 

“If you are going to go it alone 
in one place, you of course have 
to go it alone everywhere.” 


That is what the voices of 
millions of war dead say to us. 
Only shallow men think that 
great historical forces loosed in 
the world can be dammed or de- 
stroyed withir -a few years, Only 
the witless would expect the 
United Nations to be able to end 
war and bring universal peace 
in the pitiful handful of great 
and momentus years that have 
passed since 1945 and the sur- 
render of the enemy. The United 
Nations has not failed. It has 
achieved greatly . . . measured 
against the power of the apoca- 
lypse-like forces ravaging our 
world. If it had accomplished 
nothing, save to exist as a moral 
symbol, it would be justified. 


If we manage to prevent a 
great world war and slowly, 
piece by piece, tear down the 
etrength of the Communist 
forces, what does time matter— 
so long as we win? A century 
may pass before its power is 
é¢liminated. Great forces which 
are the tornadoes and _hurri- 
canes of history, do not end with 
“negotiations’’ or  ‘‘appease- 
ment.’’ They wear themselves 
out against rocks of resistance. 


We must choose between the 
Taft way—which the veteran 
statesman Walter George says 
leads to war, and which, as the 
President so eloquently reminds 
us, means we shall have to go 
alone in all things—or we must 
abide within the United Nations.

We Hope the Admiral 
Really Has Changed 


The nation will breathe a little more 
easily after assurances by Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford that his extremist views 
concerning the role of air power in the 
country’s defenses have undergone 
modifications with the passage of time. 

. The otherwise brilliant officer, it 
will be recalled, was the chief thorn in 
the side of attempts to achieve unifi- 
cation in the armed forces setup a few 
years ago when he insisted that car- 
rier-based and Naval aircraft should 
assume the major role in strategic at- 
tack plans. 

The admiral, of course, was uphold- 
ing his own arm of the service—the 
Navy. His war on the Air Force may 
Have been natural to that role. How- 
ever, in his new job he must work for 
adequate defenses without regard to 
personal loyalties. We hope that his 
views as expressed to the Senate armed 
services committee will be translated 
into policy in his work as chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

As for the role of the strategic air 
arm, there is not and cannot be any 
effective arguments against building up 
maximum striking power. The big mis- 
take of the German Luftwaffe was its 
concentration on tactical rather than 
strategic air strength. The Battle of 
Britain was lost because Hitler threw 
an air force built to support his ground 
armies into a strategic bombing attack 
on England. ~ It failed and as a result 
Hitler lost his war. 

It has been demonstrated fairly defi- 
nitely now that strategic aircraft must 
be land-based. The huge aircraft car- 
riers may or may not be practical, but 
tests have shown them to be highly 
vulnerable to atomic attack. They still 
have an important role, but for stra- 


tegic, long-range attack, land-based air-. 


craft must be the backbone of our plan- 
ning—at least for now. 

We are pleased to have this assur- 
ance from Adm. Radford that he now ap- 
preciates the role of strategic air power. 
We cannot help wondering, however, 
if the proposed huge cuts in Air Force 
appropriations were offered with his 
understanding and approval.

A-national public opinion poll pro- 
vides encouragement for the new Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. It revealed that about 
75 per cent of the American people are 
opposed to any reduction in the size of 


the nation’s armed forces even if there. 


is a truce in the Korean fighting. 

It is not only encouraging to the 
new joint chiefs, but should be dis- 
couraging to those members of Con- 
gress who are prone to rush into whole- 
sale cuts in our armed strength at the 
first hints of peace. 

It réveals again that the people are 
often ahead of Congress in their under- 
standing of national problems and 
shows very well that they do not again 
wish to disarm this country for econ- 
omy’s sake only. . 

If it also reveals that we have fi- 
nally learned a lesson that peace is 
only for those with the spiritual, moral 
and military strength to enforce it, it 
augurs good for the future, indeed.

It must be galling to him, to look across 
the aisle and see on the Democratic side 
men like Harry Byrd of Virginia and Price 
Daniel of Texas enjoying full privileges of 
their party while he is treated as an-out- 
cast by his former fellows. Basically, both 
Byrd and Daniel are guilty of the same 
offense charged up to Morse. 


The difference in what they did is merely 
a matter of honesty. Daniel, though a 
candidate for the Senate at the time as a 
Democrat, bolted his party ticket and 
openly supported Eisenhower. Byrd did 
the same thing in a negative way by de 
clining to support Adlai Stevenson. 

Morse refused to go along with the Re- 
publican ticket and threw his support to 
Stevenson. But his sense of honesty was 
such that he felt he could not do that in 
good conscience while retaining his Repub- 
lican label, Hence he changed his political 
identity to that of an independent. 

This gave the dominant Republican lead- 
ership of the Senate an opportunity to say 
that Morse, having divorced himself from 
his old party ties, was no longer entitled 
to consideration as a Republican. 

Actually, what he did no more made 
him a Democrat than the acts of Byrd and 


‘. Daniel transformed them into Republicans. 


Had he kept silent as to his political afiflia- 
tion his status would not have changed. It 
was a matter of being too honest with 
himself. 

Morse’s pleas, when he sought to have 
the chamber restore him his lost commit- 
tee posts the other day, fell on deaf ears, 
for the most part, as he was supported by 
only a few Republicans and not enough 
Democrats. | 

A former professor of law and dean of 
the law school at the University of Oregon, 
Morse holds a half dozen or more degrees 
from universities throughout the country. 
Few of his Senate contemporaries are as 
well versed as he in the science of gov- 
ernment. 

Republicans may have made a serious 
political mistake in ousting him from com- 
mittees he previously held and depriving 
him of his seniority rights. Sooner or later 
some close vote on an important issue will 
come in the Senate, turning on the position 
of a single senator. The division of strength

Is Foreign to Ike 


WASHINGTON—lIt does no good to get 
mad at Senator Taft. 

* The best course is to try to understand 
him and, once you understand him, you 
can give him his discount. 

He’s gone native again and stirred up 
quite a rumpus, become his old self, as he 
says... ‘I believe we might as well forget 

the United Nations as 
far as the Korean War 
is concerned. ... I be- 
lieve we might as well 
abandon any idea of 
working with the United 
Nations in the East 
and reserve to  our- 
selves a completely free 
hand.... 
Same old Bob Taft. 
Once again he is called 
: ‘‘isolationist,’’ and his 
recent Cincinnati speech bears that out. 
But that does not really explain him. 

He is a pessimist. He just does not have 
confidence in our friends abroad and our 
policy of trying to cultivate them and keep 
them. He is skeptical of the United Na- 
tions. He doubts that our troops are doing 
any good in Europe. Everything’s just 
wrong so far as the senator is concerned. 

We are, temporarily at least, clear back 
to last summer before the Republican con- 
vention; for again we have the contrasting 
figures, Senator Taft and General Eisen- 
hower. The general, who is an optimist 
and believes in people, ours and others, 
won that contest within the Republican 
Party. Now we see it all over again. But 
the arena is bigger than one political party. 
It’s the whole world now. : 

The general—the optimist—can win 
again if he just keeps the contrast before 
our people—and before our allies: 


Our people are optimistic by nature., 


This probably explains why Senator Taft, 
with his negativism and his pessimism, has 
never appealed to enough of them to win a 
presidential nomination. He was turned 
down three times—and that means some- 
thing. Wasn’t just an accident. This ex- 
plains why General Eisenhower is in the 
White House and the senator isn’t. 

It was encouraging and inspiring to 
watch the President as he dealt with the 
revived ‘‘Taft problem’”’ at his news .con- 
ference. He did not get mad or lose his 
temper. He was calm, easy and good- 
natured, but firm. 

Senator Taft has a right to his own 
views, says the President, but hé stressed 
that as for him, the President,'-he was 
going to lead the country along the course 
of co-operation with our allies and mutual 
assistance., No single free nation can live 
alone. The United States must have 
friends. ...

Peach County School Issue Reflects 


Controversy of Educational Systems 


Marshallville—M. L. St. John’s story 
in the May 24 paper in regard to county 
barriers coming down in the interest of 
better education has been read with great 
interest here as that is the issue which has 
caused so much controversy in our county. 


When our small high school became un- 
accredited, patrons of the school requested 
our county board to make arrangements 
with Peach County board for our students 
to attend schoo] in Fort Valley only eight 
miles away. The fireworks started then, 
because Montezuma _ citizens wanted our 
group to go there so as to increase their 
enrollment. 


The board aid allow our children to go 
to Peach County to school and also let a 
small group near Taylor County line to at- 
tend Reynolds school (as they had been 
doing for’ years.) But a group of Monte- 
zuma citizens, saying they are protecting 
county interests, have entered a number 
of suits against the county board. These 
suits have been fought through the Su- 
preme Court where the board was upheld 
in its right to make contracts with other 
counties for educational services. 

Latest development is the request of the 
May grand jury, by a vote of 16 to 7 (and 
all 16 were from: Montezuma) that three 
members of the county board who voted 
for such contracts be removed. The hear- 
ing is to be June 23 in Oglethorpe. 

My husband is the Marshallville repre- 
sentative on the county board and a chief 
target of the objectors. He has contended 
all along that children are more important 
than any system. After having fought for 
the principle discussed so ably in St. John’s 
story, it cheered us to know there are 
others trying to see this problem from the 
standpoint of child’s benefits instead of 
just a large enrollment in one county 
school.

Television Networks in Mad Scramble 
To Get Films of Coronation to U.S. 


LONDON—Flew over a bit early for the 
coronation, via TWA Constellation in order 
to avoid being forced down by fleets of 
planes racing westward from England, 
bulging with television films and kinescopes. 

From casual talks with my friends in 
the electric picture business, I gather that 
the contest among the top TV systems to 
get their pictures back, 
but first, has had no 
counterpart in our his- 
tory since the Okla- 
homa run. e 

One network serious- ¢ 
ly looked into the pos- | 
sibility of telecasting 
the coronation ‘“‘live.”’ 

Patently, this is . im- 

possible because TV 

beams travel in a 

line, do not follow the. 

curvature of the earth (as do standard 
radio beams) and thus cannot be recéived 
after very many miles. This accounts for 
the very tall TV aerials one sees 50 and 60 
miles from a-big city, and the absence of 
TV reception beyond. 

The network in question dreamed dra- 
matically. It investigated at length the pos- 
sibility of bouncing its coronation telecast 
off the surface of the moon—as radar 
beams have been bounced. The ricocheted 
shot -would then have been picked up in 
New York and pumped through the coaxial 
cable or bobbled from microwave tower to 
tower. Turned out to be just a dream. 

There was an inquiry into the cost, too, 


of a microwave ‘“‘live’’ hookup that would. 


stretch from London up through Scotland 
to the Faroes to Iceland, Greenland, Labra- 
dor and down into Boston. But it would 
cost several hundred millions of dollars, 
it was ruefully learned. 


So the rivals had to be content with air- 
craft. The question then became, ‘‘which 


aircraft?’’ The U. S. Air Force, never one 
to shrink from publicity, nonetheless takes 
a very dim view of lending itself to trans- 
mission of freight of the nature of corona- 
tion films. The RAF, extraordinarily con- 
servative when compared to our own Air 
Force, conversely was delighted to go all 
out to get the coronation films to the new 
world. The RAF will provide twin-engined 
Canberra jets to zip the pictures across the 
ocean to Goose Bay, Labrador. 

From that point they will be flown by 
Royal Canadian Air Force jets to Montreal, 
or Ottawa, for Canadian cosumption. We, 
on the other hand, will be securely back 
on the terrible firma of private enter- 
prise, once the Canberras (which will car- 
ry only BBC kinescopes, I believe) land at 
Goose Bay. 

At that point, NBC and CBS, up to 
their ears financially in this whole affair, 
will stake their all en two engines designed 
and perhaps made more than a decade ago. 
They are Rolls Royce water-cooled jobs 
encased in two rival (and sternly com- 
petitive) F-51s, souped up versions of World 
War II’s famed Mustang fighter. One F-51 
is the property of Jimmy Stewart. The 
other is owned by Paul Mantz. Both planes 
have been in the Thompson and Bendix 
races, and are almost as fast as all but the 
newest jets. 

The race then will be to Boston airport, 


and from there to a bleeding network ar- 


tery into which the kinescope can _ be 
pumped. Whatever program is on at the 
time will be junked to make way for the 
coronation films. Best estimate of when 
they’ll hit the circuit: around 3 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon, Eastern Time.

Age Cannot Hide 
The Old Precepts 


After preaching from._an Old Testament 
text, I was asked by a youthful parishioner 
why ministers always seem to draw the 
inspiration for their sermons from a book 
which is centuries upon centuries old. “Is 
there not some modern revelation, some 
present-day prophet? Why must we seek 
truth in the bygone past?’’ 

These questions ought not to be by- 
passed with a pious cliche or glib senti- 
mentalism, for they reach ‘both to om nears 


the traditional value 
which Christians place 
in the Holy Scriptures. 

There are innumer- & 
able comments which 
might be made, but 
three ideas seem basic #% ; 
and significant. The - NY 
Christian church be- “<3 
lieves the Bible pre-e ©. 
sents the Word and 
Will of God as it has 
meditated through the lives oma teaching 
of devout men. : 

Paul wrote, “‘Whatsoever things were 
written aforetime were written for our 
learning, that we through patience and com« 
fort of the scriptures might have hope ~-. 
(Romans 15:4). ’ 

Secondly, the ancient Record is the root 
of our spiritual heritage.- The Bible ex- 
plains the origin of our faith, the vital im-’ 
petus to belief and action, the rock from 
whence we are hewn. Just as America cam. 
never be adequately understood apart from; 
the dream, and lives of the Founding Fa< 
thers and just as a child is forever a mani 
festation of the home, so Christianity tadege 
is nourished by yesterday’s root. 

Finally, the ancient truth is not nearly ae 
ancient as we sometimes suppose. I know 
of all the outward changes which have’ 
marked the passing years. Compare jet 
travel with an ox-drawm vehicle. Compare; 


_ the old sailing ship of the seaways wit» 


the clipper ship of the airways. 

But has human nature altered appre= 
ciably? Are the Ten Commandments out 
of date? They are as modern a require- 
ment as today’s headlines of human sin and 
the frustration which follows violation of 
God’s will. Moses is spiritually as modern 
as our own aspiration for God, our need 
of faith and our longing for Divine coms 
panionship. 

When we do not let material and physi 
cal aspects of the present blur spiritual 
perspective, we realize the Sermon on the 
Mount is not the Gospel for an older day 
only, but the answer for the present also. 
No Twentieth Century gospel supersedes 
the Master’s requirement or the Master's 
challenge. 

How many living philosophers have 
taught greater truth than Plato did in ‘‘The 
Republic?’’ What modern dramatist ignores 
the basic concepts of Aristotle? What pres- 
ent-day jurist rests his case upon a- precept 
that did not originate in the Mosaic law? 
And in matters of faith we not only build 
upon the ancient Book but we are hard 
pressed even to match in our imaginations 
the dictates it makes for life.

NEW YORK~—In all my services as a 
cosmie columnist I have never before ré- 
peated an essay out of the file, but I believe 
you will agree the remarks set forth below 
justify a departure from my rule.

It sounds pretty, but equality just 
doesn’t exist and can’t because some peo- 
ple have more ability than. others, some 
have finer character, some have superior 
intelligence. Some are more energetic. 
Not even in a family do you find equality 
and, in a parliament of the world, the big 
nations would be looking out for No. 1, in 
various conmrbinations, just as political ma- 
chines do in city councils, state legislatures 
and the Congress of the U. S.A. 

“Those who visualize the beautiful post: 
war brotherhood of all mankind don’t go 
into details and you get some cranky an- 
swers when you ask for blueprints and 
specifications. They say you are asking for 
perfection, for a dream-world, delivered 
in a day. 

‘“‘But they won't even deal with the ques- 
tion whether Russia will dominate the cone 
tinent of Europe and get sore at you for 
asking. Stalin isn’t indulging in any such 
talk. 

“He is making no commitments and, 
on the record of Soviet Russia since 1917, 
we have to allow for the possibility at least 
of more Bela Kuns and Communistic ‘ter- 
rors and the substitution of Stalin’s dicta- 
torship for Hitler’s because, after all, Sta- 
lin is doing the heavy work and should be 
tough and strong enough to establish his 
own idea of security in Europe when it 
is over. 

“I just think it is impossible. and incon- 
sistent to argue for the four freedoms in 
the combination because Soviet Russia 
has been a dictatorship from the beginning, 
as thousands of backslid Bolsheviks who 
were members of their intimate councils, 
have written thousands of times. 

“What is my pattern .for a postwar 
world, then? 

‘‘They refuse to give particulars of theirs 
but demand particulars from me. 

‘But it would be much the same old 
world populated by the same old human 
race, but this time with the musket back 
over the fireplace where it belongs and 
not traded off for a set of embroidered 
wall mottoes.”’

In these days of flyrods, spinning reels, etc., the old 


worm fisherman is sometimes overlooked. A few tips on a 


old-fashioned still fishing may prove helpful in this age |,

Hiding the barb 
is not the only 
trick; one worm * 
is enough for the ~~’ 
biggest specie of Allen 
worm-taker, if it is hiding the 
metal and if both ends are wav- 
ing.
